Center picnic planned

There will be just one center- 
sponsored picnic this year instead

The switch to Kuhn's Grove came at 
the suggestion of many would-be partici- 
pants who found the former location in 
rural Berks County difficult to reach.

The high cost of tickets 
had been criticized in the past as out 
of reach to many lesbians and gay men. 

Says one of the organizers, "Our

‘is that it will make it affordable to 
more peole. Our goal is to have as many 
people there as possible."
